threeſcore, The Lord Lile, Sir Charles Coot, and 
thereſt of che Captaines ſtay ſtill in T-4-, having 
yeſternight ſent a Convoy of fifty horſe, with Let- 
ters,tothe Lords Juſtices, deſiring ſome forces to 
be ſent untorhem,to leave there in Garriſon,

Harris intended to have intercepted them wir 
five hundred of the Lord &sches Tatrerdemallions:

tevant and Ancient priſoners . 
The fifth. of May 
Newes came from Duzdalk to the Lords ſuſtices 
by Captaine Caaogarn 0 who came thence through 
Maday with ten Horſe-men only ) that the New-y 
was nor only retaken by the Lord Conray, and 
Munree the Scots Commander,from the Rebels, 
but alſo that the Towne and Caſtle of (ul:ing- 


ford was taken by a Ship that came from Kzock- 
. fergus, their pollicy was to put up the Spaniſh co- 


lours, which the Rebels diſcerning, ſent a fiſher- 
boate with ten or twelve of their Commanders 
to goc aboard the-Ship, ſuppoſing that ſome 
Ammunition was come unto them; but the Cay: 
taine of the Ship inſtead of fhewing them any 
ſuch Commodities, clapt them up under decks, 
ard fo landing his Musketijers, they took . the 
Towne, which they of the Caſtle ſoone percei- 
ving, fled away,and left doth unto our forces. 

The Narrow-water Caſtle was likewiſe ſoone 
after taken, in which they found the o14 Vil 
counteſſe of Evagh, davghter of the oid Arch 
Rebell Hugh Earle of Tirope, Sir Edward Trever, 
Sir Charles Poynes, Captaine Henry Smiih, and 
ſeverall others that were taken priſoners ar the

beginning of rhis infurre&ion, and cloſe -kepr in 
the Caſtle of the Newry, were all relieved, and are 
now going at thetr liberty. - 
V1Qualls grow very Tates and exceſſive deare,
